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Want Taxpayers To Support Strikers

Should striking workers be 
given financial help by govern- 
ment? 

This question is becoming 
more important as government 
officials try to come to grips 
with - a growing number of 
walkouts in industry and 
irregularities in the food stamp 
program. 

. One facet dh<the problem 
came to the fore recently in a 
federal court ruling in Hawaii 
which prohibited the state from 
paying unemployment benefits 
to workers on strike against the 
local telephone company. Ha- 
waiian law permits the pay- 
ment of unemployment benefits

to striking workers when their 
company contines to operate 
without them. 

But the judge in Hawaii ruled 
that such benefits "irreconcil- 
ably intrude" into the federal 
labor law by giving the.strikers 
ah 'advantage over the company 
they are striking against. 

Some states, like Hawaii, 
permit the payment of unem- 
ployment benefits to strikers if 
certain- .conditions, are met. 
However, these laws have long 
been under attack by persons 
who insist that because employ- 
ers support the jobless insur- 




ance program with contribu- 
tions, it means the employers 
themselves are helping to pay 
striking workers to remain on 
strike. It was this argument 
that the district judge upheld in 
Hawaii. 
There is little doubt that if the 



Hawaiian ruling is upheld it 
could affect policies in other 
states where strikers are 
granted welfare benefits. At the 
same time, the Department of 
Health, Education; and Welfare 
is studying a plan to deny 
food-stamp benefits to striking 
workers. Naturally all suggest- 
ions of this nature are drawing 
'opposition from labor leaders 
who do not want to lose benefits 
that could enable strikers to 
prolong their walkouts. 

When you get right down to it, 
the union bosses want the 
American taxpayers to bear 
much of the expense for 
strikers, some of which are not 
justified and many of which run 
against the public interest.

Two hundred years ago, in the 
mid 1770's, only Indian foot- 
prints marked the paths and 
trails in this section of northern 
Illinois, in the area* around 
present-day 'Antioch. 

Illinois territory was first 
visited by white explorers in 
1672. Father Jacques Marquette 
and Louis Joliet were attempt- 
ing to chart the course of the 
Mississippi River. They follow- 
ed the river along the western 
boundary of Illinois and later 
followed the Illinois River 
northeast toward its* source at 
Lake Michigan. 



The French laid claim to this 
territory because of the 
explorations of these early 
French explorers. The French 
settlers; named the region 
Illinois after the Dlini, Indians 
who inhabited the area before 
the French settlers came to the 
territory. The French continued 
to hold the territory until their 
defeat by the British in 1763. For 
a period of time it was 
considered as a county of 
Virginia but deeded to the 
federal government in 1784. 
. In the Northwest Ordinance of 
1787, Congress made the Illinois 
region part Of the Northwest 
Territory. Later it was made 
part of the Indiana Territory by 
Congress, in 1800. In 1809 
Congress created the Illinois 
Territory from areas of Illinois 
and Wisconsin. 

THE FIRST settlers, Darius 
and Thomas Gage, came to 
Antioch in 1837 building their 
cabin on Sequoit Creek. Thomas 
Warner built a home on Loon 
Lake shortly afterward making 
the first permanent claims to 
government land in the town- 
ship. . 

A sawmill " built by Hiram 
Buttrick in 1839 and a steam 
grist mill built by John Elliot in 
1856 became the nucleus for the 
community built on Sequoit 
Creek. 

The first township board was

formed in 1850. The first town 
officers were Harrison P. 
Nelson, Eli Gage, Thomas 
Webb, John Elliott, Charles . , 
Webb, Robert Calls,' Ira 
Webb, A.D. Paddock, E.C.Ste- 
phens, Robert Pollock, John H. 
Elliott and Albert Webb. 
\« Much of the land around the 
lakes which was originally 
classed as swampland .was 
found to be valuable and many 
squatters took possession of it. 
In 1850, the United States 
government deeded the state of 
Illinois all its swampland and in 
1855 the state turned over, to 
Lake County the region around 
the lakes. However, during this 
five year period, this property 
had been developed and feud 
arose between land sharks and 
the settlers who had developed 
the area; In 1895 the secretary 
of the interior ended the battle 
by confirming the titles of the 
settlers. 

MANY OTHERS quickly 
came to the Antioch area 
including a religious group, the 
Campbellities, settling on the 
east side of the .trail and 
erecting their church on the 
present location of St. Ignatius 
Episcopal Church between the 
years of 1859-1862, The parish 
hall of the church is an older 
structure that was transported 
here in 1922 from the Church of 
the Holy Spirit in Lake Forest. 




The Wisconsin Central Rail- 
road in the mid 1880's caused 
Antioch its greatest change, 
bringing new and increased 
access to the area and lak ?s 
recreation. 

Resorts sprang up on the 
shores of every lake including 
Queen of the West, Petite Lake 
Hotel, Rothers* Resort, Smith 
Hotel, Savage's Pavillion and 
Gifford House. — 

i 
The village was .formally 

incorporated in 1893 with 
William Reniar elected the first 
mayor. Hiram Buttrick, Chris- 
topher Manger and Leona 
Persons served as the first 
judges. 

BY THE turn of the century, 
Antioch was still a small 
crossroads community with 
many scattered houses and 
businesses. Most of the struc- 
tures were made of wood, a few 
made of stone and very few 
made of brick. 

Some of the showier buildings 
were covered with sidings of 
tin which were painted to 
appear as if they were brick. 
This also made these structures 
more fire resistant. • -

A town fire bell was Installed 
in 1896 and a volunteer force 
used the hand pumping unit 
more to help keep the fires from 
spreading than to put out the 
original blaze; Much of the east 
side of Main Street, north of 
Herman's Saloon, was destroy- 
ed by fire in 1903. Another 
severe fire destroyed the east 
side of Main Street south of . 
Herman's Saloon in 1904. 

Antioch's population was 682 
in 1910, 1,101 in 1930, 1,098 in ' 
1940, 1,307 in 1950, 2,268 in 1960 
and 3,189 in 1970. It is now about 
3,700. 

The average rainfall for the 
area js 32 inches per year which 
is the smallest level for any 
county of the state.
